iiess of liis ciinchisiuns. I'oi ni'a;l>' iil:> 
years the pro-slavery jiarly liave ruled the 
nation. Their success in uniting all the 
slave Slates, with throe excaplions, in a 
leai'iie for independence shows in tl:o 
strongest light tho vitality ot the Southern 
party. If anything mure than another were 
..required to prove the wonderfur ability of 
the South, it may be found in tbe immense 
' ^Wiby rnised at so short a notice among a so 
.iwiUely scattered population. Already it 
^numbers as many under arms as the volun- 
teers and regular army of Cr. at liriiain. 
Besides, it keeps at bay a p.jwertid Fedenil 
army, nolwitlistauding all the .slren:Mii 
which prestige, nalional .redil, and tl.i' 
sympathies of liie anti-slavery popula- 
tions of Europe add lo tin' l iiiou cause. 
It need, then, be no matter of wonder that 
European nationalities recognized tho South 
as a belligerent, it has shown itrf'plf worthy 
of the appellation.
